Italy from sinking into Eu¬ 
rope’s debt mess. He came 
to the decision hours after 
a vote on a routine piece 
of legislation made it clear 
he no longer command¬ 
ed a majority in the lower 
Chamber of Deputies. 

A vote on the reform mea¬ 
sures is planned for next 
week, giving Berlusconi a 
few more days before his 
turbulent 17 years in public 
life — and a political era in 
Italy — draw to a close.

Over the years, Italy’s politi¬

European pressure.

new government will shep¬ 
herd the country’s new 
€130 billion ($179 billion) 
European rescue package 
through Parliament and 
end a political crisis that 
threatened Greece’s sol¬ 
vency and membership in 
the eurozone. Papandre- 
ou, the son and grandson 
of Greek prime ministers, 
will not lead it. 

Wealthier European coun¬ 
tries including Germany 
and France have already 
bailed out Greece, Ireland 
and Portugal, and Greece 
will get an additional €100 
billion ($138 billion) of debt 
relief os soon as it resolves 
its political crisis. 

But os the eurozone’s third- 
largest economy, Italy, with 
debts of around €1.9 trillion 
($2.6 trillion), is considered 
far too big for Europe to bail 
out, putting even greater 
pressure on the country’s 
leaders to reassure markets 
that Italy is willing and able 
to get its financial house in 
order. 


Italy’s borrowing rates 
spiked Tuesday to their 
highest level since the euro 
was established in 1999. 

The yield on Italy’s 10-year 
bonds was up 0.24 per¬ 
centage point at 6.77 per¬ 
cent. 

A rote of over 7 percent 
is considered unsustain¬ 
able and proved to be the 
trigger point that forced 
Greece, Portugal and Ire¬ 
land into accepting bail¬ 
outs. 

The usually defiant Berlus¬ 
coni acknowedged he no 
longer has a parliamentary 
majority and said he will 
step aside for the good of 
the country. 

“The markets don’t believe 
that Italy is capable or has 
the intention of approving 
these reforms," he told his 
private Mediaset television. 
He added: “Things like 
who leads or who doesn’t 
lead the government" are 
less important than do¬ 
ing “what is best for the

Powerful storm 
moving toward 
coastal Alaska

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— An unusual Bering Sea 
storm packing hurricane- 
force winds and 35-foot 
(10.7-mefer) waves — a 
type of storm not seen 
for decades in Alaska — 
moved rapidly Tuesday 
toward the western Alaska 
coastline. 

The storm was traveling 
at 60 mph (96 kph) and 
had reached the western 
Aleutian Islands, said Andy 
Brown, lead forecaster for 
the National Weather Ser¬ 
vice in Anchorage. It could 
reach the beachfront city 
of Nome by late Tuesday, 
with winds hitting 85 mph 
(136 kph). 

The storm was expected to 
produce a 10-foot (3-me- 
ter) surge, forcing dozens 
of coastal communities to 
make emergency prepa¬ 
rations. 

Brown advised Bering Sea 
mariners and people liv¬ 
ing in coastal communities 
from Wales to Unalakleet 
to “prepare for a really 
nasty storm.” 

The last time forecasters 
saw something similar was 
in 1974, when Nome also 
took the brunt of the storm. 
That surge measured more 
than 13 feet (3.9 meters), 
pushing beach driftwood 
above the level of the pre¬ 
vious storm of its type in 
1913.a

advances. He denied that 
he even knew Bialek, say¬ 
ing he watched her New 
York news conference 
Monday.

Earlier in the day. Coin 
sought to undercut Bialek’s 
credibility. She had been 
the first accuser to attach 
her name to the allega¬ 
tions by making them in a 
televised appearance with 
women’s rights lawyer Glo¬ 
ria Allred. 

“We will get through this,” 
he added, trying to steady 
a campaign that has 
mode him the leader in an 
unofficial race to emerge 
as the principal conserva¬ 
tive rival to former Massa¬ 


chusetts Gov. Mitt Romney. 
A political novice, Cain 
shot to the top of opinion 
polls with small govern¬ 


ment, anti-tax tea party 
activists and other conser¬ 
vatives flocking to the for¬ 
mer pizza chain CEO with 
his tell-it-like-it-is style and 


outsider image. 

But, since Oct. 30, Cain has 
been dogged by accusa¬ 
tions from women that he 


acted inappropriately to¬ 
ward them while he head¬ 
ed the National Restaurant 
Association in the 1990s. 

And in recent days, the 


women hove started to 
step forward publicly. The 
women who have issued 
the complaints worked for 
the restaurant trade group. 
Cain’s political trouble sur¬ 
faced less than two months 
before the leadoff contests 
of the Republican nomina¬ 
tion fight in Iowa and New 
Hampshire to decide their 
challenger to President 
Barack Obama. 

Romney joined other Re¬ 
publican opponents in urg¬ 
ing Cain to answer the al¬ 
legations. 

Prominent Republicans 
pressed for a full account¬ 
ing. And there were grow¬ 
ing indications of unease in 
canservative circles. 

Cain said he agreed with 
his chief rival Ramney, wha 
called the allegatians “par¬ 
ticularly disturbing.” 

“I find the accusations dis¬ 
turbing, but false. 

I don’t believe Gov. Rom¬ 
ney was saying I was guilty 
of these accusations,” Cain 
said. 

Anather name confronted 
Cain, as well, when one of 
his two original accusers 
was identified publicly by 
news crganizations includ¬ 
ing The Associated Press 
as Karen Kraushaar, now a 
spokeswoman in the Trea¬ 
sury Department’s office 
of inspector general for tax 
administration. 

When asked about Kraush¬ 
aar, Cain said he recalled 
her accusatian at sexual 
harassment but insisted “it 
was found to be baseless. □

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US official regrets misleading letter in gun case

Holder said that the letter 
was based on incorrect in¬ 
formation and that “I regret 
that.” The attorney gen¬ 


eral said the incorrect in¬ 
formation was supplied by 
the U.S. Attorney’s office in 
Phoenix and the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms 
and Explosives 
Regarding fhe fallout from 


Fasf and Furious, Holder 
said that “unfortunately, 
we will feel its effects for 
years fo come as guns that 
were lost during this opera¬ 
tion continue to show up 
at crime scenes both here 


and in Mexico.” 

Several ATF agents have 
testified fhaf fhey were or¬ 
dered by superiors to let sus¬ 
pected straw buyers walk 
away from Phoenix-area 
gun shops with AK-47s and 
other weapons believed 
headed for Mexican drug 
cartels, rather than arrest 
the buyers and seize the 
guns there. 

The goal was to track the 
guns to trafficking ring lead¬ 
ers who long had escaped 
prosecution.

year election, most experts 
agree the most important 
factor in 2012 remains the 
stubbornly weak economy.

Steve Beshear was 
re-elected, becoming the

Alleged USS Cole bomber 
now facing judge at Gitmo

GUANTANAMO BAY NAVAL BASE, Cuba (AP) — A 

Saudi charged in the attacks on the USS Cole and a 
French oil tanker will face a judge after nearly a de¬ 
cade of confinement shrouded in secrecy, first in a 
network of clandestine CIA prisons and then in a sec¬ 
tion of Guantanamo considered so sensitive even its 
location on the base is classified. 

Abd al-Rahim al-Nashiri, 46, is to be arraigned before 
a military judge Wednesday on charges that include 
murder in violation of the law of war. He could get 
the death penalty if convicted at a trial that won’t 
start for months, if not years, because of the expected 
drawn out legal battle over what evidence can be 
used against him considering his treatment while in 
custody. 

His lawyers argue a legitimate trial will be impossible, 
and the death penalty should be out of the question 
since he was subjected to intense interrogation that 
included mock executions, threats to his family and 
the simulated drowning technique known as water¬ 
boarding while held at CIA “black sites” overseas. 

“By torturing Mr. al-Nashiri and subjecting him to cru¬ 
el, inhuman and degrading treatment, the United 
States has forfeited its right to try him and certainly to 
kill him,” his defense team wrote in one legal motion. 
“Through the infliction of physical and psychological 
abuse the government has essentially already killed a 
man it seized almost 10 years ago.” 

Al-Nashiri is the first Guantanamo prisoner to be 
charged with war crimes that carry a potential death 
sentence since President Barack Obama took of¬ 
fice pledging to close the detention center, an ef¬ 
fort thwarted by members of Congress who object to 
moving the prisoners to the U.S. 

The trial of al-Nashiri will take place under military 
commissions that have been revised by Congress and 
the Obama administration but are still subject to criti¬ 
cism from defense lawyers and human rights groups. 
Some legal experts have also questioned whether al- 
Nashiri should be charged with a war crime for the 
Cole bombing, which occurred before the Sept. 11 
attacks and the U.S. declaration of war on al-Qaida. 
But the main focus in al-Nashiri’s case will be his treat¬ 
ment, which Army Brig. Gen. Mark Martins, the new 
chief prosecutor, addressed indirectly, saying that 
only statements given voluntarily can be used against 
defendants in military commissions with only a narrow 
exception for things they said at the time of capture. 
“No statement obtained as a result of cruel, inhuman 
or degrading treatment is admissible,” Martins said. 
”... I’m bound by that. That’s not just something the 
court is bound by. Rick Kammen, one of al-Nashiri’s 
lawyers, said prosecutors have not revealed whether 
they have any incriminating statements from his client 
that could be considered voluntary but said anything 
he told interrogators following nearly four years of CIA 
detention should be considered questionable.Q 
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U.S. proposes new drilling in Gulf, Arctic

WASHINGTON _The Obama 
administratian on Tuesday 
unveiled an offshore drilling 
plan that expands explora¬ 
tion in the Gulf of Mexico 
while allowing some devel¬ 
opment in the Arctic and 
ruling out access to unex¬ 
plored areas along the At¬ 
lantic coast. 

The Interior Department's 
proposal for the next five 
years paves the way for 
15 sales of offshore drilling 
leases, including a dozen 
auctions for tracts in the 
Gulf of Mexico. For the first 
time since 2008, oil and 
gas companies also would 
have the chance to bid on 
drilling rights for Arctic wa¬ 
ters near Alaska, including 
the Beaufort and Chukchi 
seas, as well as the Cook 
Inlet. But the administration 
is ruling out drilling along 
the Pacific and Atlantic 
coasts - including an area 
near Virginia that had been 
slated for exploration under 
the Bush administration. 
Interior Secretary Ken Sala¬ 
zar described the plan as 
an expansion of "safe and 
responsible oil and gas pro¬ 
duction from the outer con¬

Air Force morgue lost body parts from dead

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

military mortuary entrusted 
with the salemn duty of 
receiving and caring far 
America's war dead twice 
lest bady parts of remains 
shipped hame from Af¬ 
ghanistan, the Air Force re¬ 
vealed Tuesday. 

Three mortuary supervisors 
have been punished, but 
no one was fired in a grisly 


case reminiscent of scan¬ 
dalous mishandling and 
misidentifying of remains 
at Arlington National Cem¬ 
etery. 

The Air Farce, which runs 
the mertuary at Daver, 
Delaware, acknawledged 
failures while insisting it 
made the right decision 
in not informing families 
linked to the missing body 
parts until last weekend. 
That was months after it 


completed a probe of 14 
sets of allegations lodged 
by three members of the 
mortuary staff. 

Gen. Norton Schwartz, the 
Air Force chief of staff, tald 
a Pentagon news confer¬ 
ence he and the service's 
top civilian, Michael Dan- 
ley, are ultimately respan- 
sible for what happens at 
Dover and for its mistakes. 
“There's no escaping it,” 
Schwartz said. □

Sarkozy overheard to Obama: Netanyahu is a liar

PARIS (AP) — The French 
president’s overheard re¬ 
mark to President Barack 
Obama that Israel’s prime 
minister is a “liar” laid bare 
escalating international 
frustration at deadlocked 
peace efforts — and left 
all three world leaders 
looking blemished. 

Obama, heard through 
an interpreter, responded, 
“I hove to work with him 
every day.” 

Some Israelis felt French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
uttered out loud what 
many think in private 
about Israeli Prime Minis¬ 
ter Benjamin Netanyahu. 
Others were shocked, and 
embarrassed. 

Fragments of a conversa¬ 
tion between Sarkozy and 
Obama were overheard 
by reporters last week at 
the Group of 20 summit in 
southern France, via head¬ 
sets that were to be used 
for simultaneous translation 
of an upcoming news con¬ 
ference. 

Sarkozy’s remarks were es¬ 
pecially harsh for a man 
who has labored to im¬ 


prove French relations 
with Israel while also using 
France’s traditional ties to 
Arab countries to encour¬ 
age peace talks — and 
whose maternal grandfa¬ 


ther was Jewish. 

It’s an awkward moment 
for Obama, who was al¬ 
ready seen as cool to Ne¬ 
tanyahu but is Israel’s main 
international ally. 


Several French-speaking 
journalists, including one 
from The Associated Press, 
overheard the conversa¬ 
tion but did not initially re¬ 
port it because Sarkozy’s 


office hod asked the jour¬ 
nalists not to turn on the 
headsets until the news 
conference began. The 
comments were deemed 
private under French me¬ 


dia traditions. 

French journalists rarely re¬ 
port on public figures’ pri¬ 
vate lives, for example, and 
when they report behind- 
the-scenes conversations 
involving top politicians, 
they almost never cite the 
source of the information. 
However, a French website 
that analyzes media cover¬ 
age of current affairs. Ar¬ 
ret sur images, on Tuesday 
reported fragments of the 
Sarkozy-Obamo conversa¬ 
tion. 

Sarkozy’s office would not 
comment Tuesday on the 
remarks, or on France’s re¬ 
lations with Israel. The White 
House and Netanyahu’s 
spokesman also said they 
had no comment. 

In the remarks Thursday in 
Cannes, Sarkozy said: “Ne¬ 
tanyahu, I can’t stand him. 
He’s a liar.” 

Obama, whose remarks 
were heard via a French 
translation, was not heard 
objecting to Sarkozy’s 
characterization of Netan¬ 
yahu. According to the 
French interpreter, Obama 
responded, “You are sick of 
him, but I have to work with

The Thanksgiving wine 
panel, in which the home 
team gathers for a prelimi¬ 
nary holiday feast, is one 
of our traditions here at 
The New York Times Dining 
section. We test specific 
bottles with representative 
dishes, and, even more 
important, we reassess the 
coherence of our assump¬ 
tions about which wines to 
serve with the bird. Coher¬ 
ence may be an issue this 
year, because what my 
colleagues told me con¬ 
tradicted the common- 
sense recommendations 
that have become self- 
evident, at least to me. 
Frankly, I may still pay no 
attention to what they said. 
But that does not mean 
you shouldn’t hear them. 
For the pre-Thonksgiving 
set-to, Florence Fabricant 
and I were joined by Julia 
Moskin, a Dining reporter; 
Pete Wells, the Dining edi¬ 
tor, and Bernie Kirsch, our 
tasting coordinator. Each 
of us was assigned to bring 
two wines, a white and a 
red, costing no more than 
$25 apiece. So what was 
the conflict? First, let me 
state my no-sweat method 
for choosing Thanksgiv¬ 
ing wines. Consign to the 
scrap heap the notion that 
this holiday requires exact 
wine-and-food matching 
alchemy. No, the meal is 
too kaleidoscopic, with too 
many shifting colors, tex¬ 
tures, weights and aromas, 
to strain for the perfect pair¬ 
ing. Frankly, precision con 
be the enemy of fun if your 
gathering is anything like 
mine, where many people 
join together in casual exu¬ 
berance. Nothing decorous 
here; People want wine 
and plenty of it. I supply a 
red, a white, open a lot of 
bottles and let people pour 
to their heart’s content. 

So, two wines. But what 
should they be? First, they 
need to refresh and sat¬ 
isfy over the course of a 
long and fatiguing meal. 
That means they need to 
be light rather than heavy, 
agile rather than powerful, 
moderate in alcohol and 
versatile enough to com¬ 
plement the hodgepodge 


of dishes on the table. In 
wine-speak, the key words 
are lively acidity, the quality 
that gives wine energy. 
Wines that have worked in 
years past include all man¬ 


ner of whites from the Mo- 
connois region of France; 
Choblis; crisp Italian whites 
like Soave or fianos from 
Campania; reds and dry 
whites from the Loire Val¬ 
ley; good Beaujolais; light¬ 
er-bodied zinfandels; and 
sauvignon blancs. The fact 
is that almost any wines that 
conform to these guidelines 
will work pretty well. 

This I believe. Yet, Pete and 
Julio were having none of it. 
“Thanksgiving is one meal 
where the food almost 
wants to be overpowered 
by the wine,” Pete said. 
“This seems to be the theme 
of the meal; over the top.” 

I had to disagree. Over the 
top in terms of quantity, yes. 
But in terms of the charac¬ 
ter of the food and wine? 
No. The wine must smooth 
the way for excessive con¬ 


sumption, not by braining 
you with power but by se¬ 
ducing you with grace and 
refreshment. 

Julia demurred. “They want 
to have their heads splat- 


ted against the wall!” she 
exclaimed. “They want the 
big red wine experience.” 
Here, a significant divide 
was becoming clear. Julia, 
especially, insisted on the 
primacy of red wine. “Sitting 
down to eat the meal is only 
a small part of the process, 
if not to say the ordeal,” she 
said. She likes to serve an 
easygoing white-a “cook’s 
white,” she called it - during 
the preliminaries, reserving 
the red far the actual meal. 
Well, blimey, them’s fight¬ 
ing words! It’s not that I lave 
whites mare than reds, but 
I do believe they can be 
every bit as interesting and 
should never be considered 
second class. Case in point; 
My white was a 2009 Ra¬ 
vines Dry Riesling from the 
Finger Lakes, a deliciausly 
refreshing wine, complex 


and satisfying. Yet Flarence, 
describing its pale colar, re¬ 
ferred ta it as lemon water, 
and Julia called it “girlish.”

favorite wine with the food. 
Julia’s own wine, a 2010 
St.-Veran from Michel Ch- 
eveau, was certainly more 
than an easygoing prelimi¬ 
nary with its crisp, mineral 
flavors, while Bernie’s white, 
a 2008 Lirac from Domaine 
Maby, reminded me of 
a Greek assyrtiko, which, 
by the way, wauld be an¬ 
other fine choice. Pete’s 
choice, a 2010 Bera Arc- 
ese from the Piedmont re¬ 
gion of Italy, was certainly 
the most distinctive white. 
It was almost golden, with 
a touch of effervescence, 
bright fruit and a slight tan¬ 
nic rasp. Excellent, but it de¬ 
mands a crowd receptive 
to unusual wines.

It wasn’t high alcohal, but it 
was sweet, and law in acid 
and structure, and seemed 
to overpower the food, not 
in a good way.

Bernie’s wine, a 2009 Famil- 
ia Mayal malbec from Men¬ 
doza, was mare restrained, 
but a bit hat at 15 percent 
alcchol. Far all her talk, Ju¬ 
lia avoided head-splatting 
and went for value. Her in¬ 
triguing 2005 zweigelt from 
Hungary, a $9 bottle, was 
dry, with a mild leather- 
and-tobacco aroma. 

Pete, sticking with his ef¬ 
fervescent theme, picked 
a dry 2010 Lambruscc 
tram Vigneto Saetti, a bril¬ 
liant chaice, in my apin- 
ion, as goad Lambruscos 
are versatile, deliciaus and 
energetic. Our only reser¬ 
vation was the powerful 
carbonation, which might 
be off-putting over time. I 
would look for a Lambrusco 
labeled frizzante, or soft¬ 
ly sparkling. Despite their 
aver-the-top inclinatians, 
Pete and Julia bath offered 
more gentle wines, which 
we liked. I, on the other 
hand, picked exactly the 
sort of lively red I like to rec¬ 
ommend, a 2010 Bernard 
Baudry Chinon. This com¬ 
plex, refreshing wine was 
our favorite red. 

Now, I’m not saying I told 
you so. I’m just sayin’.

Trustees' 
support for 
Paterno 
eroding

STATE COLLEGE, Pa. (AP) 
— Coach Joe Pater¬ 
no is fighting for his job 
amid “eroding” support 
from Penn State's board 
of trustees and a widen¬ 
ing sex-abuse scandal and 
possible cover-up cen¬ 
tered on former assistant 
and one-time heir appar¬ 
ent Jerry Sandusky. 
Paterno's regularly sched¬ 
uled news conference was 
abruptly canceled Tues¬ 
day. A university spokes¬ 
man cited “ongoing legal 
circumstances,” a ref¬ 
erence to charges an¬ 
nounced over the week¬ 
end that Sandusky molest¬ 
ed eight young boys be¬ 
tween 1994 and 2009, and 
that two PSD administrators 
who have since stepped 
aside failed to notify au¬ 
thorities of a 2002 incident 
reported by an eyewitness.

Penn State’s board of trust¬ 
ees was “in sessions” Chair¬ 
man Steve Gorban ac¬ 
knowledged when asked 
in a brief interview with 
The Associated Press if the 
board had called an emer¬ 
gency meeting. A person 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
schedule was not mode 
public said the trustees 
were having a teleconfer¬ 
ence Tuesday evening. 
“The board of directors is 
very concerned about the 
chain of events that have 
occurred,” trustee Paul Sil- 
vis told the Centre Daily 
Times. 

Hundreds of fans staged 
a raucous rally outside Pa¬ 
terno’s home a short time 
earlier. He appeared brief¬ 
ly, along with some family 
members, and thanked the 
crowd for coming. 

“I’ve lived for this place. 
I’ve lived for people like 
you guys and girls,” Pater¬ 
no said. 

“It’s hard for me to say 
how much this means,” the 
84-year-old coach said. 

“As yau know, the kids that 
were the victims, I think we 
aught to say a prayer far 
them.” Asked if he was still 
the coach, Paterno didn’t 
answer but a yaung wam- 
an who stood with her arm 
around him replied: “Now is 
not the time.” 

Paterno’s son, Scott, said 
his father was disappointed 
over the decision by PSD 
President Graham Spanier 
ta cancel the news ccnfer- 
ence. Addressing reporters 


outside his parents’ house, 
Scott said Joe was pre¬ 
pared to answer questions 
about Sandusky — who 
maintains he is innocent — 
and further that his father 
plans ta caach not only 
Saturday’s game against 
Nebraska, but for the long 
haul. In the afternoan, Pa¬ 
terno stepped out of a silver 
sedan being driven by his 
wife. Sue, and headed to 
the team practice. At one 
corner of the facility, man¬ 
agers hastily put plywood 
boards over an exposed 
fence to block photogra¬ 
phers’ view of the field. 

At the spontaneous rally 
at his house, Paterno held 
his fists over his head three 
times and said, “We are ...”

Paterno, who earns about 
$1 million annually from 
the school, has been head 
coach far 46 years and 
part at the Penn State staff 
for more than six decades, 
and his old-schaal values 
pervade every corner of 
the program. Over that 
span, the Nittany Lions won 
two national champion¬ 
ships, but unlike many other 
Division I powerhouses, the 
program avoided run-ins 
with the NCAA. The team 
generates millions of dol¬ 
lars each year in revenues 
tram attendance, TV rights 
and spansarships, but it has 
stubbarnly stuck with the 
basic white-and-blue uni¬ 
forms that are now among 
the most recognizable in 
college football. 

All those things have in¬ 
spired pride in the region

SYDNEY (AP) — Tiger Woods 
and Steve Williams could 
learn a lat from each ather. 
They no longer are the best 
of friends, not even close. 
Their indiscretions were 
nothing alike. But a time¬ 
less lesson applies to both 
of them over the last two 
years: Treat peaple well on 
the way up, ar there won’t 
be anyone to catch you on 
the way down. 

Woods set an incampara- 
ble standard with numbers 
that even now are stagger¬ 
ing — 54 wins around the 
world, 10 majors and the 
career Grand Slam twice 
while still in his 20s. 

Outside the ropes, he left a 
lot to be desired. 

He rarely stopped to sign 
autographs, and when 
he did, it wasn’t for long. 
Woods didn’t help tourna¬ 
ment pramoters with his 
policy of waiting until the 
last minute to announce 
he was playing. With the 
exception of Notah Begay, 
his roommate at Stanford 
University, Woods didn’t 
take part in ather play¬ 
ers’ charity events. Even 
among his peers, he didn’t 
let more than a few players 
get clase ta him. 

Mast of the disdain, hawev- 
er, came from the media. 
Woods felt burned early in 


his career by a GQ maga¬ 
zine article, but it socn be¬ 
came a game at how little 
he could say. Woods is not 
a naturally gifted speaker, 
and there’s nothing wrong 
with that. But there was 
so little effort that it came 
across as arrogant. 

No one should have been 
expected to go easy on 
Woods when his life came 
crashing down in a shock¬ 
ing episode of serial adul¬ 
tery. He brought that on 
himself. But in some cor¬ 
ners, there was delight ta 
see him lose his corporate 
sponsors, lose his marriage, 
lose his game. 

Even now, and without as 
much effort as he realizes. 
Woods still has a chance 
to reinvent himself. It starts 
with winning, and get¬ 
ting back to the top of his 
game. Neither will be easy 
as it once was. 

Williams, thaugh, has a 
tougher road. 

He’s still just a caddie. 
Williams showed how 
much contempt he has for 
Woods at the Bridgestone 
Invitational when he cad¬ 
died for Adam Scatt in vic¬ 
tory, allowed himself to be 
interviewed on the 18th 
green by TV and made it 
sound as though he won 
the tournament. “The best 
win of my life,” he said. 

It was that interview that 


led to an even bigger mess. 
At the caddies award par¬ 
ty last week in Shanghai, his 
peers chose to roast him 
with the “Celebratian of 
the Year.”

Three years ago, he used 
a vulgar term to describe 
Phil Mickelson. How many 
other caddies have been 
caught saying that about 
players, let alone one of 
the sport’s biggest names? 
Mast at all, though, Williams 
last tauch with his peers. 

In canversations aver the 
years, the recurring theme 
from so many caddies was

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — He 

beat Muhammad Ali in the 
Fight of the Century, bat¬ 
tled him nearly to the death 
in the Thrillo in Manila. Then 
Joe Frazier spent the rest of 
his life trying to fight his way 
out of Ali’s shadow. 

That was one fight Frazier 
never could win. 

He was once a heavy¬ 
weight champion, and a 
great one at that. Ali would 
say os much after Frazier 
knocked him down in the 
15th round en route to 
becoming the first man to 
beat Ali at Madison Square 
Garden in March 1971. 

But he bore the burden of 
being Ali’s foil, and he paid 
the price. Bitter for years 
about the taunts his for¬ 
mer nemesis once threw his 
way, Frazier only in recent 
times came to terms with 
what happened in the past 
and said he had forgiven 
Ali for everything he said. 
Frazier, who died Monday 
night after a brief battle 
with liver cancer at the age 
of 67, will forever be linked 
to Ali. But no one in box¬ 
ing would ever dream of 
anointing Ali as The Great¬ 
est unless he, too, was 
linked to Smokin' Joe. 

“I will always remember 
Joe with respect and admi¬ 
ration," Ali said in a state¬ 
ment. “My sympathy goes 
out to his family and loved 
ones." 

They fought three times, 
twice in the heart of New 
York City and once in the 
morning in a steamy are¬ 
na in the Philippines. They 
went 41 rounds together, 
with neither giving an inch 
and both giving it their all. 
In their last fight in Manila in 
1975, they traded punches 
with a fervor that seemed 
unimaginable among 
heavyweights. Frazier gave 
almost as good as he got 
for 14 rounds, then had to 
be held back by trainer Ed¬ 
die Futch as he tried to go 
out for the final round, un¬ 
able to see. 

“Closest thing to dying that 
I know of,” Ali said after¬ 
ward. 

Ali was as merciless with 
Frazier out of the ring as he 


was inside it. He called him 
a gorilla, and mocked him 
as an Uncle Tom. But he 
respected him as a fighter, 
especially after Frazier won 
a decision to defend his 
heavyweight title against 
the then-unbeaten Ali in a 
fight that was so big Frank 
Sinatra was shooting pic¬ 
tures at ringside and both 
fighters earned an aston¬ 
ishing $2.5 million. 

“You can’t mention Ali 
without mentioning Joe 
Frazier," said former AP 
boxing writer Ed Schuyler 
Jr. “He beat Ali, don’t for¬ 
get that." 

The night at the Garden 40 
years ago remained fresh in 
Frazier's mind as he talked 
about his life, career and 
relationship with Ali a few 
months before he died. 

“I can’t go nowhere where 
it’s not mentioned,” he told 
The Associated Press. “That 
was the greatest thing that 
ever happened in my life." 
Bob Arum, who once pro¬ 
moted Ali, said he was sad¬ 
dened by Frazier’s passing. 
“He was such an inspira¬ 
tional guy. A decent guy. 
A man of his word,” Arum 
said. “I’m torn up by Joe dy¬ 
ing at this relatively young 
age. I can’t say enought 


about Joe." 

Frazier’s death was an¬ 
nounced in a statement by 
his family, who asked to be 
able to grieve privately and 
said they would announce 
“our father's homecom¬ 
ing celebration” as soon as 
possible.

“Boxing lost a great cham¬ 
pion, and the sport lost a 
great ambassador," Pac¬ 
quiao said. “My prayers go 
out to his family." 

Don King, who promoted 
the Thrilla in Manila, was 
described by a spokesman 
as too upset to talk about 
Frazier’s death. 

Though slowed in his lat¬ 
er years and his speech 
slurred by the toll of punch¬ 
es taken in the ring, Frazier 
was still active on the auto¬ 
graph circuit in the months 
before he died. In Septem¬ 
ber he went to Las Vegas, 
where he signed auto¬ 
graphs in the lobby of the 
MGM Grand hotel-casino 
shortly before Floyd May- 
weather Jr.'s fight against 
Victor Ortiz. 

An old friend. Gene Kil- 
roy, visited with him and 
watched Frazier work the 
crowd. 

“He was so nice to ev¬ 
erybody,” Kilroy said. “He 
would say to each of them. 


garded by many as pound- 
for-pound the best fighter 
in boxing today — learned 
of it shortly after he arrived 
in Las Vegas for his fight 
Saturday with Juan Manu¬ 
el Marquez. Like Frazier in 
his prime, Pacquiao has a 
powerful left hook that he 
has used in his remarkable 


‘Joe Frazier, sharp as a ra¬ 
zor, what's your name?'” 
Frazier was small for a 
heavyweight, weighing 
just 205 pounds when he 
won the title by stopping 
Jimmy Ellis in the fifth round 
of their 1970 fight at Madi¬ 
son Square Garden. But 
he fought every minute of 
every round going forward 
behind a vicious left hook, 
and there were few fight¬ 
ers who could withstand his 
constant pressure. 

His reign as heavyweight 
champion lasted only four 
fights — including the win 
over Ali — before he ran 
into an even more fear¬ 
some slugger than himself. 
George Foreman respond¬ 
ed to Frazier's constant at¬ 
tack by dropping him three 
times in the first round and 
three more in the second 
before their 1973 fight in 
Jamaica was waved to a 
close and the world had a 
new heavyweight cham¬ 
pion. 

Two fights later, he met 
Ali in a rematch of their 
first fight, only this time the 
outcome was different. 
Ali won a 12-round deci¬ 
sion, and later that year 
stopped George Foreman 
in the Rumble in the Jungle 
in Zaire. 

There had to be a third fight, 
though, and what a fight it 
was. With Ali's heavyweight 
title at stake, the two met 
in Manila in a fight that will 
long be seared in boxing 
history. Frazier went after Ali 
round after round, landing 
his left hook with regularity 
as he made Ali backpedal 
around the ring. But Ali re¬ 
sponded with left jabs and 
right hands that found their 
mark again and again. 
Even the intense heat inside 
the arena couldn't stop the 
two as they fought every 
minute of every round with 
neither willing to concede 
the other one second of 
the round. 

“They told me Joe Frazier 
was through," Ali told Fra¬ 
zier at one point during the 
fight. 

“They lied," Frazier said, 
before hitting Ali with a left 
hook. Finally, though, Fra¬ 
zier simply couldn't see and 
Futch would not let him go 
out for the 15th round. □

PHILADELPHIA (AP)— Feel¬ 
ing disrespected and 
overlooked, the Chicago 
Bears mode the Philadel¬ 
phia Eagles look like a non¬ 
contender. 

Jay Cutler threw o go- 
oheod 5-yard TD pass 
to Earl Bennett, Matt Forte 
ran for 133 yards and the 
Bears rallied to beat the 
Eagles 30-24 on Monday 
night. 

“The Chicago Bears should 
not be 8-point underdogs 
in a game like this on the 
road. And our guys played 
like they felt that way,” 
Bears coach Lovie Smith 
said. “We feel like we have 
a pretty good team that 
is not getting a lot of re¬ 
spect.” 

It was a crushing loss for Mi¬ 
chael Vick and the Eagles 
(3-5), who blew a fourth- 
quarter lead for the fourth 
time this season. Jeremy 
Moclin fell down and was 
tackled at the Chicago 
30 after a 9-yard catch on 
fourth-and-10 with just un¬ 
der two minutes left, and 
the Bears ran out the clock. 
The defending NFC East 
champions trail the New 
York Giants (6-2) by three 
gomes in a season that be¬ 
gan with Super Bowl aspira¬ 
tions. 

“You can’t let opportuni¬ 
ties like this slip away,” Vick 
said. “Whatever happened 
tonight that can be cor¬ 
rected has to be correct¬ 
ed.” 

Chicago (5-3) won its third 
straight game, but remains 
third in the NFC North be¬ 
hind Green Bay (8-0) and 
Detroit (6-2). 

“We knew it was going to 
be a fourth-quarter game. 
And the defense kept us in 


it, and gave us a chance,” 
Gutler said. 

After LeSean McCoy’s 33- 
yard touchdown run follow¬ 
ing Forte’s second fumble 
gave the Eagles a 24-17 
lead in the third quarter, 
the Bears answered with 13 
straight points. 

Robbie Gould kicked a 38- 
yard field goal to cut it to 
24-20, and then Chicago’s 
defense forced a punt af¬ 
ter three plays. 

The Bears drove 51 yards 
for the go-ahead score, 
with Cutler tossing a 5-yard 
TD pass to Bennett over As- 
ante Samuel for a 27-24 
lead. 

“All you ever hear is De- 
Sean Jackson and Jeremy 
Moclin and all of the plays 
that they can make,” Ben¬ 
nett said of Philadelphia’s 
standout receivers. “So, we 
just wanted to go out there, 
make some ploys, and 
prove the critics wrong.” 
The Eagles reached the 
Bears 42 on their next drive. 
On fourth-and-6, punt¬ 
er Chas Henry bounced a 
pass to a wide-open Colt 
Anderson and Chicago 
took over. 

Henry, recruited as a quar¬ 
terback at Florida, spent a 
lot of time throwing pass¬ 
es to long snapper Jon 
Dorenbos on the sideline 
in the second quarter, pre¬ 
sumably warming up for 
the fake punt. He got his 
chance and badly under¬ 
threw the pass. 

“Pretty seldom do we have 
a guy completely uncov¬ 
ered and have a chance 
to make a big play. We 
didn’t execute,” Eagles 
coach Andy Reid said. 

The Bears took advantage. 
A pass interference penalty 
onNnamdi Asomugha at 
the Eagles 7 prolonged the 


drive. The defense stiffened 
and Gould hit a 22-yarder 
to extend the lead to 30-24. 
Trent Cole knocked the boll 
loose from Forte following a 
6-yard run midway through 
the third quarter, and Mike 
Patterson recovered at the 
Bears 41. Forte was origi¬ 
nally ruled down, but the 
play was overturned when 
the Eagles challenged. 

Two plays later, McCoy 
sprinted down the left side 
and into the end zone to 
score for the eighth straight 
game, tying Hall of Earner 
Steve Van Buren’s club re¬ 
cord. 

In a matchup featuring two 
of the game’s best running 
backs. Forte outplayed 
McCoy except for the two 
fumbles. 


McCoy had 71 yards rush¬ 
ing. 

The Eagles tied it at 17 
on Ronnie Brown’s 4-yard 
TD run that capped an 80- 
yard drive to open the sec¬ 
ond half. The TD was Brown’s 
first since joining the Eagles. 
Brown was one of six former 
Pro Bowl players acquired 
by Philadelphia in the off¬ 
season. He hadn’t made 
much of a contribution 
and was traded to Detroit 
last month only to have the 
deal voided because Je¬ 
rome Harrison didn’t pass a 
physical. 

The Bears took a 17-10 half¬ 
time lead on Marion Bar¬ 
ber’s 2-yard TD run after a 
costly fumble by Jackson. 
Jackson, a Pro Bowl punt 
returner, was stripped 


by Corey Graham and the 
Bears recovered at the Ea¬ 
gles 9 with a minute left in 
the second quarter. 

A roughing-the-passer pen¬ 
alty on Jason Babin gave 
Ghicago a first down at the 
Eagles 2 after Cutler threw 
an incomplete pass on 
third down. Barber then ran 
in from the 2. 

Cutler threw a 5-yard TD 
pass to Mott Spaeth and 
Gould kicked a 51-yard 
field goal to help the Bears 
build on early 10-0 advan¬ 
tage. 

Rookie Alex Henery kicked 
a career-best 47-yard field 
goal for the Eagles, and 
the defense made a big 
play on Ghicago’s ensuing 
series late in the second

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Weak Blood - By: 


People in the same fam¬ 
ily are related by blood 
and “blood is thicker than 
water" says that fam¬ 
ily (“blood”) relations are 
more important than rela¬ 
tions with friends. “Blood is 
thicker than water” com¬ 
pares the thickness of blood 
(family relationship) to the 
thickness of water (friend¬ 
ships) and says that our 
family relations are more 
important (“thicker”) than 
all others. 

Interestingly, there 
are no quotations on “weak 
blood”, as in not enough 
red blood cells, also known 
as anemia.

The most common 
sign of anemia is mild pale¬ 
ness of the skin, along with 
decreased pinkness of the 
lips, the lining of the eyelids, 
and the nail beds. Other 
common signs of anemia 
may include: irritability, fa¬ 
tigue, dizziness, lighthead¬ 
edness, and a rapid heart¬ 
beat. 

Depending on the condi¬ 
tion causing the anemia, 
other signs and symptoms 
may occur, such as jaun¬ 
dice (yellow-tinged skin), 
dark tea-colored urine, 
easy bruising or bleeding, 
and enlargement of the 
spleen or liver. 

Unfortunately, 


many doctors don't dis¬ 
cover anemia until they run 
blood tests as part of a rou¬ 
tine physical examination.

Other diagnostic tests may 
include a blood smear 
which can sometimes indi¬ 
cate the cause of the ane¬ 
mia. 

When your blood tests in¬ 
dicate that the total se¬ 
rum iron and ferritin lev¬ 
els, which help determine 
whether your anemia is due 
to iron deficiency is on the 
low side, most doctors will 
prescribe iron supplemen¬ 
tation. 

This is a mistake that only 
gives you constipation. 

Regrettably, many 
doctors do not appreci¬ 
ate that your blood has a 
narrow range of iron that 
it can use to help produce 
red blood cells. Correctly, a 
lack of iron can cause ane¬ 
mia. Similarly, too much iron 
also causes what looks like 
anemia. 

The immediate reaction of 
doctors to prescribe iron 
can be dangerous! 

Hemoglobin is not 
iron! Unfortunately physi¬ 
cians prescribe iron to ane¬ 
mic people who test with 
low hemoglobin. Yes, the 
patients are anemic, but 
the iron can be collecting 
in storage instead of going 
into hemoglobin. 

These people are iron- 
overloaded. Many African 
decedents have this condi¬ 
tion. 

They need iron removed

despite the anemia. The 
anemia should be treated 
with B vitamins, especial¬ 
ly B12, B6 and folic acid. 
However, B vitamins should 
always be taken as a com¬ 
plete B complex, with spe¬ 
cific B vitamins added on 
an individual basis by a 
trained Clinical Nutritionist. 

Blood banks especially 
seem to believe that he¬ 
moglobin and iron are the 
same. 

They have prepared lists of 
high iron foods to give out 
to donors with low hemo¬ 
globin. They invariably tell 
these people: “Your iron is 
low.” 

Many of our grass¬ 
roots clinic patients who 
are anemic have type A 
blood. People with type A 
blood have a deficiency 
in stomach acid that pre¬ 
vents them from absorbing 
the iron from their food. The 
other nutritional disaster is 
milk products. 

Milk does no body good, 
but for the vast majority of 
the world's people it is a 
public health disaster. 

No other animal drinks 
cow’s milk, not even calves 
once they are weaned. The 
late Dr. Benjamin Spock, 
the U.S.'s leading author¬ 
ity on child care, spoke 
out against feeding “cow’s 
glue" to children, saying it 
can cause anemia, aller¬ 
gies, and diabetes and in 
the long term, will set kids 
up for obesity and heart 
disease, the number one 
cause of death of children 
in the United States. 

Countless Arubans 
and Americans can trace 


our family tree to Portu¬ 
guese, Spanish, Italian and 
Greek roots. 

Many decedents from 
Mediterranean countries 
have inherited Glucose-6- 
phosphate dehydrogenase 
(G6PD) deficiency. 

The red blood cells of peo¬ 
ple with this condition ei¬ 
ther do not make enough 
of the enzyme G6PD or the 
enzyme that is produced 
is abnormal and does not 
work well. 

When someone born with 
the deficiency has an infec¬ 
tion, takes any sulfa medi¬ 
cine, is exposed to the smell 
of camphor, or eats fava 
beans the body’s red blood 
cells suffer extra stress.

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Experts: New quakes too powerful to be manmade

WASHINGTON (AP) — Thou¬ 
sands of times every day, 
drilling deep underground 
causes the earth to trem¬ 
ble. But do not blame the 
surprise flurry of earth¬ 
quakes in Oklahoma on 
man's thirst for oil and gas, 
experts say. 

The weekend quakes were 
far stronger than the puny 
tremors from drilling, es¬ 
pecially the controver¬ 
sial practice of hydraulic 
fracturing. The weekend 
quakes did not have the 
mark of man. They were a 
force of nature. 

Hydraulic fracturing, called 
fracking, involves injecting 
millions of gallons of water, 
sand and chemicals deep 
underground to break up 
rock. While that may sound 
like it could cause an earth¬ 
quake, experts say the pro¬ 
cess does not pack nearly 
the punch of even a mod¬ 
erate earthquake. 

The magnitude-5.6 quake 
that rocked Oklahoma 3 
miles underground had 
the power of 3,800 tons of 
TNT, which is nearly 2,000 
times stronger than the 
1995 Oklahoma City bomb¬ 
ing, which ruined a federal 
building and damaged 
several others. 

The typical energy released 


said. They point to recent 
earthquakes in the magni¬ 
tude 3 and 4 range — not 
big enough to cause much 
damage, but big enough 
to be felt — in Arkansas, 
Texas, California, England, 
Germany and Switzerland. 
And back in the 1960s, two 
Denver, Colorado, quakes 
in the 5.0 range were 
traced to deep injection of 
wastewater. 

Still, scientists would like to 
know if human activity can 
trigger a larger event. The 
National Academy of Sci- 
encesis studying the seismic 
effects of energy drilling 
and mining and will issue a 
report early next year. 

“This is an area of active 
research," said Rowena 
Lohman, a Cornell Univer¬ 
sity seismologist. “We're all 
concerned about this." 
One issue is that areas that 
are prone to earthquakes 
are also places where oil 
and gas flow along frac¬ 
tures, experts said.“How 
big an earthquake might 
we trigger? That is an open 
question at this point," Ells¬ 
worth said. “We do know 
we can trigger magnitude 
5 earthquakes.”□ 


in tremors triggered by 
fracking “is the equivalent 
to a gallon of milk falling off 
the kitchen counter,” said 
Stanford University geo¬ 
physicist Mark Zoback. 

In Oklahoma, home to 
185,000 drilling wells and 
hundreds of injection wells, 
the question of man-made 
seismic activity comes up 
quickly. But so far, federal, 
state and academic ex¬ 
perts say readings show 
that the Oklahoma quakes 


were natural, following the 
lines of a long-known fault. 
“There's a fault there,” said 
U.S. Geological Survey seis¬ 
mologist Paul Earle. “You 
can have an earthquake 
that size anywhere east 
of the Rockies. You don't 
need a huge fault to pro¬ 
duce an earthquake that 
big. It's uncommon, but 
not unexpected." 

There is a reason people 
ask if the quakes are man¬ 
made rather than from the 


shifting of the Earth's crusts. 
In the past, earthquakes 
have been linked to energy 
exploration and produc¬ 
tion, including from injec¬ 
tions of enormous amounts 
of drilling wastewater or 
injections of water for geo¬ 
thermal power, experts 


BlackBerry to use key technology by Assa Abloy

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Assa 
Abloy AB, the world's lead¬ 
ing lock group, said Tues¬ 
day it is collaborating with 
Research in Motion to in¬ 
clude key-card technol¬ 
ogy in upcoming BlackBerry 
models. 

In a statement released 
Tuesday, Assa Abloy said 
the technology, known as 
Near Field Communica¬ 
tion, will be incorporated 
in smartphones so they can 
replace regular access 
cards. 

It said the technology will be 
included in the BlackBerry 
Bold 9900/9930 and Black¬ 
Berry Curve 9350/9360, 
which will be launched in 
early 2012. 

Users will be able to swipe 


their phones in front of a 
door's card reader to gain 
access to a building. For 
increased security, the 
phone can be combined 
with a PIN number. 

Assa Abloy is a leader in 
mobile key technology and 
its HID iCIass system already 
exists in buildings around 
the world. 

The head of Assa Abloy's 
mobile keys division, Dan¬ 
iel Berg, said the phones 
will work with existing door¬ 
opening systems and will 
mainly replace access 
cards at offices, but can 
also be used to open home 
or garage doors. 

There is also a possibility to 
develop the NFC technol¬ 
ogy in the phones so it can 
be used for time reports 
and payments, Berg said. 

In some countries, the 


NFC technology already 
exists in cards that are used 
for payments or as tickets in 
subway systems. Berg said 
the technology built into 
the BlackBerries could also 
work for such applications 
in the future. 

The deal marks the first time 
the company's technolo¬ 
gy, which was tested at ho¬ 
tels in Stockholm last year, is 
incorporated into a mobile 
phone model. 

Berg said the agreement 
with BlackBerry isn't exclu¬ 
sive and Assa Abloy is also 
in talks to sell its technol¬ 
ogy to other mobile phone 
makers. 

The value of the deal will de¬ 
pend on the sales volumes 
of the BlackBerry models 
and how many people opt 
to use the key technology, 
he said.Q

Italy became a key focus 
for investors this week after 
doubts emerged that the 
country would go through 
with a tough package of 
austerity measures. Many 
investors saw Berlusconi as 
an obstacle to sweeping 
economic reforms needed 
to help Italy avoid sinking 
into a debt crisis. 

The yield on the 10-year 
Italian government bond 
spiked close to 7 percent 
Tuesday, a sign that mar¬ 
kets are questioning the 
country’s ability to pay its 
debt. Unlike Greece, Portu¬ 
gal or Ireland — all of which 
received financial lifelines 
— Italy has too much debt 
to be rescued by its Euro¬ 
pean neighbors. 

Europe’s debt crisis has dic¬ 
tated much of the trading 
in financial markets since 
the beginning of October. 
Investors fear that a default 
by Greece or another na¬ 
tion that shares the euro

currency could lead to a 
widespread financial crisis 
similar to the one in 2008 af¬ 
ter the fall of Lehman Broth¬ 
ers.

Fannie Mae loss widens, 
asks taxpayers for $7.8B

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Mortgage giant Fannie 
Mae is asking the federal 
government for $7.8 billion 
in aid to covers its losses in 
the July-September quar¬ 
ter. 

The government-con- 
trolled company said 
Tuesday that it lost $7.6 
billion in the third quarter. 
Low mortgage rates re¬ 
duced profits and declin¬ 
ing home prices caused 
more defaults on loans it 
had guaranteed. 

Fannie has received 
$112.6 billion so far from 
the Treasury Department, 
the most expensive bail¬ 
out of a single company. 
The government rescued 
Fannie Mae and sibling 
company Freddie Mac in 
September 2008 to cov¬ 
er their losses on soured 
mortgage loans. Since 
then, a federal regulator 
has controlled their finan¬ 
cial decisions. 

Taxpayers have spent 
about $169 billion to res¬ 
cue Fannie and Freddie, 
the most expensive bailout 
of the 2008 financial crisis. 
The government estimates 


FailiiieMae. 
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that figure could reach up 
$220 billion to support the 
companies through 2014 
after subtracting dividend 
payments. 

Fannie’s July-September 
loss attributable to com¬ 
mon shareholders works 
out to $1.32 per share. That 
compares with a loss of 
$3.5 billion, or 61 cents per 
share, in the third quarter of 
2010. 

Last week, Freddie re¬ 
quested $6 billion in extra 
aid — the largest request 
since April 2010 — after it 
reported losing $6 billion in 
the third quarter. 
Washington-based Fan¬ 
nie and McLean, Virgin¬ 
ia-based Freddie own or 
guarantee about half of 
all mortgages in the U.S., 
or nearly 31 million home 
loans. Along with other 
federal agencies, they 
backed nearly 90 percent 
of new mortgages over the

Activision 3Q earnings 
soar, outlook raised

NEW YORK (AP) — Activision Blizzard Inc. said Tuesday that 
its third-quarter net income nearly tripled thanks to strong 
demand for its video games. The company also raised its 
full-year outlook on the heels of Tuesday’s launch of its 
latest “Call of Duty" blockbuster. 

The video game publisher earned $148 million, or 13 cents 
per share, in the July-September period. That’s up from 
$51 million, or 4 cents per share, a year earlier. 

Revenue rose 1 percent to $754 million from $745 million. 
Adjusted earnings were $87 million, or 7 cents per share, 
in the latest quarter — above the 2 cents per share that 
analysts polled by FactSet were expecting. Adjusted 
revenue was $627 million, above analysts’ expectations 
of $565 million. 

These figures exclude special items and account for the 
effects of deferring revenue and the related cost of sales 
for games with online components. Like other video game 
companies, Activision spreads these out over time, while 
the game is played, rather than all at once.Q

LOS ANGELES (AP) — An as¬ 
teroid as big as an aircraft 
carrier is zipping by Earth 
on Tuesday in the closest 
encounter by such a mas¬ 
sive space rock in more 
than three decades. 


Scientists ruled out any 
chance of a collision but 
turned their telescopes sky¬ 
ward to learn more about 
the object known os 2005 
YU55. Its closest approach 
to Earth was pegged at a 
distance of 202,000 miles 
at 6:28 p.m. EST. That’s just 
inside the moon's orbit; 
the average distance be¬ 
tween Earth and the moon 
is 239,000 miles. The last time 
a large cosmic interloper 
came that close to Earth 
was in 1976, and it won't 
happen again until 2028. 


Scientists at NASA's Deep 
Space Network in the Cali¬ 
fornia desert have tracked 
the quarter-mile-wide as¬ 
teroid since last week as it 
approached from the di¬ 
rection of the sun at 29,000 
mph. Astronomers and am¬ 
ateur skygazers around the 
world kept watch, too. 

The Clay Center Obser¬ 
vatory in Massachusetts 
planned an all-night view¬ 
ing party so children and 
parents could peer through 
research-grade telescopes 
and listen to lectures. The 
asteroid can’t be detected 
with the naked eye. “It’s a 
fantastic opportunity to ed¬ 
ucate the public that there 
are things out in space that 
we need to be aware of," 
including this latest flyby, 
said observatory director 
Ron Dantowitz. Dantow- 
itz added: “It will miss the 
Earth. We try to mention 
that in every breath.” If an 
asteroid that size would hit, 
Purdue University professor 
Jay Melosh calculated the 
consequences. The impact 
would carve a crater four 
miles across and 1,700 feet 
deep. And if it slammed 
into the ocean, it would 
trigger 70-foot high tsunami 
waves. Since its discovery 
six years ago, scientists hove 
been monitoring the spheri¬ 
cal, coal-colored asteroid 
as it slowly spins through 
space and were confident 
it posed no danger.Q

barely registers beside the 
incandescent Nina Arian¬ 
da, the sensational young 
actress recreating the role 
that made her a name to 
watch when she first starred 
in the play off-Broadway.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Heavy 
D, the self-proclaimed 
“overweight lover” of hip- 
hop who became one of 
rap’s fop hif-mokers with 
wit, humor and o positive 
vibe, has died. He was 44. 
Lf. Mark Rosen of the Bev¬ 
erly Hills police said Heavy 
D died in a Los Angeles 
hospital Tuesday after col¬ 
lapsing at his condominium 
building. 

Rosen said Beverly Hills 
police officers were dis¬ 
patched to Heavy D’s con¬ 
dominium building Tuesday 
morning offer receiving o 
report of on unconscious 
person laying on the walk¬ 
way of o building. They 
found Heavy D was con¬ 
scious and communicative 
but hod difficulty breath¬ 
ing. 

He was transported to Ce¬ 
dars Sinai Medical Center, 
where he later died. 

Rosen said Beverly Hills de¬ 
fectives found no signs of 
foul ploy and believe his 
death is medically related. 
He said Heavy D “was re¬ 
turning home from shop¬ 
ping. He experienced diffi¬ 
culty breathing while walk¬ 
ing info his condominium 
building. 

He was being assisted up 
to his apartment by build¬ 
ing personnel when he col¬ 
lapsed in on exterior hall¬ 
way.” 

The lost tweet from Heavy 
D posted Tuesday morning 
read, “BE INSPIRED!” 

Dwight Arrington Myers, the 
rapper known os Heavy D 
of Heavy D and the Boyz, 
and his crew released their 
debut album “Living Large” 
in 1987. 

Their hits included “Now 
That We Found Love,” 
"Who's the Mon” and 
“Somebody For Me.” 

The New York-born rap¬ 
per was one of the genre’s 
most integral stars in the 
lost 1980s and early 1990s, 
os it relied on new voices 
and star power to fuel its 
phenomenal growth in the 
mainstream. 

The deep-voiced rapper’s 
earliest hit, “The Overweight 
Lover’s in the House,” 
played up his hefty frame. 
But while that nickname 
would stick, his weight did 


not become port of his rou¬ 
tine, like the Fat Boys. What 
drew people to his music 
was his singular style, which 
celebrated on easygoing, 
party vibe — sometimes 
humorous, sometimes in¬ 
spiring and almost always 
positive. 

In the mid-1990s. Heavy D 
became president of Up¬ 
town Records, the label 
that released most of his 
albums and was also the 
home to acts like Mary J. 
Blige and Jodeci. 

He also created the theme 
songs for the TV sketch 
comedy shows “In Living 
Color” and “MADtv” and 
acted on the TV shows 
“Boston Public” and “The 
Tracy Morgan Show,” os 
well os in the films “Life” 
and “Step Up.” 

“Most know Heavy D as a 
rap icon,” said actor-co- 
median Tommy Davidson. 
“I considered him a broth¬ 
er who made on indelible 
mark on me os o performer 
and o human being. I miss 
him already.” 

Combined with the fusion 
of the “New Jock Swing” 
musical style, Heavy D was 
a constant presence on the

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Here comes the sun

For decades the story of tech¬ 
nology has been dominated, 
in the popular mind and to a 
large extent in reality, by com¬ 
puting and the things you con 
do with it. 

Moore’s Low - in which the 
price of computing power 
tolls roughly 50 percent every 
18 months - has powered on 
ever-expanding range of ap¬ 
plications, from foxes to Face- 
book. 

Our mastery of the material 
world, on the other hand, has 
advanced much more slowly. 
The sources of energy, the 
way we move stuff around, 
ore much the some os they 
were o generation ago. 

But that may be about to 
change. We ore, or at least we 
should be, on the cusp of on 
energy transformation, driven 
by the rapidly falling cost of 
solar power. That’s right, solar 
power. 

If that surprises you, if you still 
think of solar power os some 
kind of hippie fantasy, blame 
our fossilized political system, 
in which fossil fuel producers 
hove both powerful political 
allies and a powerful propa¬ 
ganda machine that deni¬ 
grates alternatives. 

Speaking of propaganda: 
Before I get to solar, let’s talk 
briefly about hydraulic fractur¬ 
ing, oka fracking. 

Fracking - injecting high- 
pressure fluid into rocks deep 
underground, inducing the 
release of fossil fuels - is on 
impressive technology. But it’s 
also a technology that impos¬ 
es large costs on the public. 
We know that it produces tox¬ 
ic (and radioactive) wastewa¬ 
ter that contaminates drinking 
water; there is reason to sus¬ 
pect, despite industry deni¬ 
als, that it also contaminates 
groundwater; and the heavy 
trucking required for frack¬ 
ing inflicts major damage on 
roods. 

Economics 101 tells us that on 
industry imposing large costs 
on third parties should be re¬ 
quired to “internalize” those 
costs - that is, to pay for the 
damage it inflicts, treating 
that damage os a cost of pro¬ 
duction. Fracking might still be 
worth doing given those costs. 
But no industry should be held 


harmless from its impacts on 
the environment and the na¬ 
tion’s infrastructure. 

Yet what the industry and 
its defenders demand is, of 
course, precisely that it be let 
off the hook for the damage 
it causes. Why? Because we 
need that energy! For exam¬ 
ple, the industry-backed or¬ 
ganization energyfromshole. 
org declares that “there ore 
only two sides in the debate: 
those who wont our oil and 
natural resources developed 
in a safe and responsible way; 
and those who don’t wont our 
oil and natural gas resources 
developed at all.” 

So it’s worth pointing out that 
special treatment for frack¬ 
ing mokes a mockery of tree- 
market principles. Pro-fracking 
politicians claim to be against 
subsidies, yet letting on indus¬ 
try impose costs without pay¬ 
ing compensation is in effect 
o huge subsidy. They soy they 
oppose having the govern¬ 
ment “pick winners,” yet they 
demand special treatment for 
this industry precisely because 
they claim it will be a winner. 
And now for something com¬ 
pletely different: The suc¬ 
cess story you haven’t heard 
about. 

These days, mention solar 
power and you’ll probably 
hear cries of “Solyndro!” Re¬ 
publicans hove tried to moke 
the failed solar panel compa¬ 
ny both a symbol of govern¬ 
ment waste - although claims 
of a major scandal ore non¬ 
sense - and a stick with which 
to beat renewable energy. 

But Solyndro’s failure was ac¬ 
tually caused by technologi¬ 
cal success: The price of solar 
panels is dropping fast, and 
Solyndra couldn’t keep up 
with the competition. In fact, 
progress in solar panels has 
been so dramatic and sus¬ 
tained that, as a blog post 
at Scientific American put it, 
“there’s now frequent talk of a 
‘Moore’s law’ in solar energy,” 
with prices adjusted for infla¬ 
tion falling around 7 percent 
a year. 

This has already led to rapid 
growth in solar installations, 
but even more change may 
be just around the corner. If 
the downward trend contin¬ 
ues - and if anything it seems 
to be accelerating - we’re 
just a few years from the point 
at which electricity from so¬ 
lar panels becomes cheaper 
than electricity generated by 
burning coal. 

And if we priced coal-fired 
power right, taking into ac¬ 
count the huge health and 
other costs it imposes, it’s likely 
that we would already have 
passed that tipping point. 

But will our political system de¬ 
lay the energy transformation 
now within reach?Q 



Teaching with the enemy

Last month, Randi Weingarten 
held a book party for Steven 
Brill, the veteran journalist and 
entrepreneur who had just 
published “Class Warfare: In¬ 
side the Fight to Fix America’s 
Schools,” his vivid account 
of the rise of the school re¬ 
form movement. When Brill 
told me this recently, I nearly 
fell out of my chair. Weingar¬ 
ten, you see, is the president 
of the American Federation 
of Teachers, and for much of 
his book. Brill treats Weingar¬ 
ten the way reformers always 
treat her and her union: as the 
enemy.“Class Warfare” takes 
us into the classrooms of the 
Harlem Success Academy 
and other successful charter 
schools, where the teaching 
is first-rate and those students 
lucky enough to be admit¬ 
ted are genuinely learning. It 
charts the transformation of 
the Democratic elite, starting 
with President Barack Obama, 
from knee-jerk defenders of 
the status quo to full-throated 
reform advocates. It recounts 
the efforts of the Bill and Me¬ 
linda Gates Foundation to 


increase the effectiveness of 
public school teaching. And it 
tells the stories of the country’s 
two best-known reformers, 
Joel Klein in New York City and 
Michelle Rhee in Washington, 
D.C., as they push to estab¬ 
lish performance measures 
that will allow them to reward 
good teachers - and fire bad 
ones. (Klein and Rhee left their 
posts as school department 
heads last year.) 

And every step along the 
way, by Brill’s account, Wein¬ 
garten is blocking the path of 
progress. She defends union 
prerogatives that protect in¬ 
competent teachers. She 
criticizes Race to the Top, the 
Obama administration’s effort 
to get the states on the reform 
bandwagon. For two years, 
according to Brill, she refused 
to allow her members to vote 
on a pay-for-performance sys¬ 
tem that Rhee had proposed. 
(Weingarten denies this.) In 
New York City, she gave Klein 
fits as he pushed for his reform 
agenda. 

As most reviews have noted, 
however, as “Class Warfare” 
nears its conclusion, it sudden¬ 
ly veers in different direction. 
Instead of bashing the union 
and Weingarten, Brill suggests 
that true reform is impossible 
without them. In fact, he pro¬ 
poses that Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg appoint her to be 
the chancellor of the New 
York City school system. 

When I asked Brill what caused 
his change of heart, he re¬ 
sponded gruffly: “It’s called 
reporting.” The two years he 
spent researching school re¬ 
form had given him a far rich¬ 
er understanding of the com¬ 
plexities involved in reforming 
the nation’s schools - and that 


understanding was sobering. 
His research had begun, after 
all, with an article he wrote for 
The New Yorker about New 
York City’s “rubber rooms,” 
where incompetent teachers 
did nothing - at full pay - for 
years, while their cases were 
adjudicated. 

What he saw infuriated him, 
and it gave him a stark per¬ 
spective. Unions were bad; 
reformers were good. Watch¬ 
ing high-performing teachers 
in charter schools and then 
going to a public school class¬ 
room in the same building and 
seeing a teacher treat stu¬ 
dents with disdain and indiffer¬ 
ence only reinforced his sense 
of outrage. 

But then some things hap¬ 
pened that caught him up 
short. Jessica Reid, a teacher 
at the Harlem Success Acad¬ 
emy he’d been following for 
the book, suddenly quit. And 
although she had told him 
that her job was affecting her 
marriage, he was still surprised. 
It drove home the point that 
teaching is hard to do well. 
And the kind of teaching Reid 
did - with nightly calls to par¬ 
ents, and nonstop prodding 
of students - comes at a high 
price. 

Then he had a conversa¬ 
tion with Dave Levin, the co¬ 
founder of the Knowledge Is 
Power Program, or KIPP, which 
is generally regarded as the 
best charter school network in 
the country. 

“If you tore up every union 
contract in the country,” he 
told Brill, you would still have 
to train not just the 70,000 
to 80,000 teachers in char¬ 
ter schools, but the 3 million 
teachers in America’s public 
schools.Q

As I prowled the market the 
other day, wondering what 
might go into a simmering 
pot, a pile of golden chan¬ 
terelles seemed destined 
to be turned into soup. I de¬ 
cided to add a hint of pars¬ 
nip for its complementary 
sweetness, then grabbed 
a couple of onions, some 
thyme and some parsley. 
There’s a difference be¬ 
tween farm-harvested food 
and wild-foraged food that 
often corresponds to depth 
of flavor. This is certainly 
the case with mushrooms. 
A wild mushroom always 
tastes deep and earthy in 
a way no ordinary button 
mushroom can. 

Though many kinds of 
mushroom can be cultivat¬ 
ed, the wild mushrooms we 
prize the most, like chante¬ 
relles, morels and porcini, 
must be collected by hand. 
Lest you think wild mush¬ 
room foraging is a simple 
idyllic walk in the woods, 
basket in hand, take it from 
me that this is most often 
not the case. 

Hence the price: You’re 
paying an expert to roam 
the forest and bring back 
the goods. Never mind. This 
wild mushroom soup needs 
just a half-pound, along 
with little boost from dried 
ones. 

For a creamy texture (but 
without dairy, except a 
little butter), the soup is pu- 
reed, and a wild mushroom 
crouton tops it off. If you do 
want a touch of real cream 
in your cream-of-wild- 
mushroom, add a drizzle of 
creme fraiche. 

CREAMY WILD MUSHROOM 
AND PARSNIP SOUP 
Time: About 1 hour 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 medium onions, sliced, 
about 2 cups 

2 small parsnips, peeled 
and chopped 
1 small carrot, peeled and 
chopped 

1 thyme branch, plus 1 tea¬ 
spoon thyme leaves, finely 


chopped 
1 bay leaf 
Salt and pepper 
6 cups chicken or vegeta¬ 
ble broth, more if necessary 


2 tablespoons chopped 
dried morel or porcini mush¬ 
rooms, soaked in hot water 
for 15 minutes, then drained 
2 tablespoons olive oil 

1 /2 pound chanterelles 
or other wild or cultivated 
mushrooms, in roughly 1/8- 
inch slices 

2 garlic cloves, minced 

6 slices day-old baguette 
2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley 

Creme fraiche, optional. 

1. Melt the butter in a deep 
heavy-bottomed soup pot 
over medium heat. Add 
the onions, parsnips, carrot, 
thyme branch and bay leaf. 
Season generously with salt 
and pepper. Cook, stirring 
frequently, until the onion 
is soft and lightly browned, 
about 10 minutes 

2. Add the broth and the 
soaked dried mushrooms. 
Bring to a boil, then adjust 
the heat to a gentle sim¬ 
mer. 

3. Meanwhile, heat the olive 
oil over high heat in a wide 
skillet. When the oil is hot. 


add the chanterelles, stir¬ 
ring with a wooden spoon, 
allowing them to brown a 
bit. Season with salt and 
pepper, then turn the heat 


to medium and saute 5 to 
7 minutes, until the mush¬ 
rooms are cooked through. 
Add the garlic and thyme 
leaves and cook 1 minute 
more. 

4. Transfer 1/2 cup of the 
cooked chanterelles to a 
small skillet and add the rest 
to the soup. Let the pot sim¬ 
mer until the parsnips and 
carrot are quite tender, 
about 15 to 20 minutes. 

5. Discard the bay leaf and 
thyme branch. Puree the 
soup in a blender and strain 
through a fine-meshed 
sieve. Thin with more broth 
if it is too thick, and correct 
the seasoning. Keep hot. 

6. Warm the reserved mush¬ 
rooms. Toast the baguette 
slices lightly and put a 
spoonful of mushrooms on 
each. 

7. Ladle the hot soup into 
bowls. Top each bowl with 
a mushroom toast, a little 
chopped parsley, and a 
drizzle of creme fraiche if 
you like. 

Yield: 4 to 6 servings.Q

For the sweetest nuts, 
keep the hammer handy

After my Uncle Sheldon moved to Dallas, he returned to 
Brooklyn for a visit flaunting a bolo tie, a splashy pair of 
cowboy boots and a nascent drawl. 

But even more exotic was his suitcase filled with pecans 
harvested from the tree in his yard. He cracked a handful 
and passed them around. The kernels were buttery and 
sweet with a crisp bite, far better than the usual supermar¬ 
ket specimens. 

“Now, these are what Texans call puh-cahns,” Uncle Shel 
said, “not pee-cans.” 

In that moment, as I mentally adjusted my pronunciation, 
I became aware that freshly picked nuts - pecans, wal¬ 
nuts, almonds and others - are a wonderful delicacy. With 
their availability all year-round, it’s easy to forget that nuts 
technically have a season. They are harvested in the fall 
and are traditionally eaten throughout the holiday sea-

son, stuffed into Thanksgiving turkeys, baked into pies or 
just cracked and snacked on while you sit around a blaz¬ 
ing fire. 

These days, however, most of the nuts we crunch in au¬ 
tumn were actually harvested the autumn before, said 
Bentzy Klein, a nut broker in New York. That’s because it 
can take three weeks or longer for them to get to mar¬ 
ket, according to Klein. Which means nuts harvested in 
mid-November (particularly pecans) often won’t hit the 
stores until just before (or after) Christmas, possibly in time 
for yuletide nut balls but too late for Thanksgivings pies. 
Yet every nut-industry expert I interviewed maintained 
that, as long as nuts are stored in the shell in a cool, dark 
place, and then cracked and used as needed, they can 
last for a year. In fact, nut freshness, Klein said, has less 
to do with when they’re picked than with when they’re 
shelled. Which means that buying in-shell nuts and crack¬ 
ing them yourself is the simplest road to nut nirvana. Of 
course, fewer and fewer people are willing to hammer 
through a mountain of nuts to make enough for a couple 
of pies. According to the California Walnut Board, only 4 
percent of the walnuts sold in the United States are in the 
shell. Klein said that this percentage has been shrinking 
over the years, for all varieties of nuts. 

In the interest of both science and nostalgia, I bought 
a bag of in-shell pecans and spent a messy 20 minutes 
cracking and eating about half of them, just to see if I still 
thought they were better than preshelled nuts. They were 
better, a lot better - sweeter, richer and mellower, al¬ 
though maybe a tad less transcendent than my memory 
of Uncle Shel’s haul.Q
